Two Mexicans Slain at 
Border City in Fight 
with U. S. Forces.

NO AMERICANS KILLED 


Gov. Colquitt of Texas to 
Place 10,000 State Troops 
Along River. 


Laredo, Tex., April 24.—Nuevo Laredo, 


the thriving Mexican border town opposite 
here, is in ruins tonight, devastated by 
dynamite and fire by Mexican Federal 
soldiers who late today began an orgy of 
destruction, which did not end until they 


- were forced to flee southward before the 


guns of the American border patrol. 
Two Mexicans are known to have been 
killed by the United States troops. 


RETURN MEXICANS’ FIRE. 
Several brisk skirmishes between the 
Americans and Mexicans were fought as 
the Mexicans, their troop trains ready to 
pall out of the burning city, began an in- 
disctiminate, fire across the international 
boundary, but tonight there was no evi- 
dence that their shooting had been effective. 
Property damage in Nuevo Laredo will 
reach $500,000. Among the buildings de 
stroyed were the United States consulate, 
municipal building, postoffice, theater, the 
four mill, one of the largest in this section 
of the southwest; the railroad shops of the 
Mexican National railway. and other 
smaller structures. 


WHOLE CITY MAY BURN. 

Late tonight the fire still was burning 
with no chance that it would be controlled 
until everything inflammable had been 
burned. Kerosene and other combustibles, 
liberally used, added to the wreckage, 
which otherwise would not have been great, 
owing to the adobe construction largely 
used. 

There was no property loss in this city. 
Both international] bridges are safe, though 
efforts to dynamite them resulted in the 
death of two men engaged in the under- 
taking. ; 

One Mexican was shot by a sharpshooter 
from the top of the water tower. The 
Mexican was trying to reach the end of the 
international foot and wagon bridge. An- 
other was killed when he tried to blow up 
the American railroad bridge. 

Americans were constantly at the 
American side to prevent such an attempt. 


REFUGEES FLOCK TO U. &. 

When the Mexican soldiers finally de- 
parted order was quickly restored in 
Laredo, but strong guards remain through- 
out the city.

HOLD VERA CRUZ. 


PRESIDENT SAYS 


Wilson Determines to Keep Grip 
on Mexican City at Any Cost; 
Walts at Other Polnts, 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., April 24.—[Special.] 
—President Wilson has determined to hold 
Vera Croz at all hazards—and wait. 

The Fifth army brigade, which left Gal- 
veston this afternoon for Vera Cruz, is 
to be reinforced by another brigade of the 
division at Galveston, sailing Sunday night. 
The remaining brigade of the division is to 
follow as soon as steamers can be ‘char- 
tered for service as transports. 

Concentration of troops in the vicinity 
of El Paso and Laredo is to be effected in 
order to repell possible attack upon those 
cities. 

MUCH DEPENDS ON CARRANZA. 

What further action will be taken will 
depend upon the answer of Gen. Carranza to 
the veiled threat sent him by the president. 
If he determines to defy the United States 
a belligerent blockade of both coasts. of 
Mexico will be proclaimed by the president. 
In addition the embargo on arms now in 
force will be officially proclaimed. 

At this critical juncture the president has 
po sympathy with the cry, “ On to Mexico 
City.” | 
He is clinging desperately to the hope that 
invasion and occupation of the southern re- 
public can be averted.

DEFENSIVE POLICY AFTER WAR. 


The administration has adopted a purely 
defensive! policy, in spite of information it 
has received that Mexicans are massing for 
an attack on the Americans at Vera Cruz. 

Had promptitude and decision been dis- 


} played, the gathering of the Mexicans could 


have been prevented, at least in the vicinity 
of the seaport. The railroad leading to 
Mexico City could have been seized, thus 
keeping the way open for an advance. 

In a dispatch tonight Rear Admiral 
Fletcher reports, “ It will take some hours 
to repair torn up tracks,” and this with the 
consent of the Mexicans, in order to enable 
the train carrying Chargé O'Shaughnessy 
and the other American refugees to enter 
Vera Cruz. 

‘MUST FIGHT FOR TAMPICO. 

With promptitude and decision Tampico 
by now would be in the possession of the 
American forces, and another means of 
reaching Mexico City by rail would be at our 
disposal. As it is, Tampico now can be cap- 
tured only after military operations, includ- 
ing investment, and by the time this is ac- 
complished the railroad will be out of com- 
migsion. 

There are tunnels both on the Vera Crusz- 
Mexico and the Tampico-Mexico line. It is 
certain these will be destroyed in order to 
impede the American advance.

MESSAGE FROM BRYAN. 

The dispatch teling of this situation 
is signed by Secretary Bryan. It 
follows:

Over 250 Mexican sick and wounded were 
found in the San Sebastian hospital when 
it was inspected today by a navy surgeon. 
Among the wounded was only one woman. 
She had been shot through the arm 
Im the mortuary of the hospital forty um 
burie@ Mexican dead were lying. A supply 
of ammunition aleo was found there. 

The building had been protected from the 
gun fire of the warships and the rifle fire 
of the landing parties by the hospital flag, 
although there was much sharpshooting 
from its roof, 
Conditions in the hospital were found to 
be so bad that three navy surgeons were 
detailed today to assist the hospital author- 
itien. Food and medicine were supplied 
from the Solace. 

Guard Health of City. 
The medical department today made an 
inspection of the sanitary conditions of the 
sity and opened negotiations with the Mex- 
ican health officials ip the hope of inducing 
them to return to their work. 

The sanitation plant of the municipality 
was placed in operation again today, under 
a new chief, and the street oar lines also 
have resumed partial service. 

The commissary, ordnance, and quarter- 
master’s departments worked very efficient- 
l, so that along the docks there were no 
piles of merchandise, as is usually the case 
when an armed force is landed. 

Ali supplies were promptly distributed 
among the troops, who also received distilled 
water from the ships under the superintend- 
ence of the medical department, 

Assume Control of Customs, 

With Commander Herman O. Stickney of 
the Prairie appointed commander of the port, 
the American authorities today undertook 
the administration of the customa. 

For a time there will be two custom 
houses. Mariano Ascearraga, the Mexican 
customs collector, ie not inclined to serve 
under American supervision, but declares he 
will take charge of the undispatched busi- 
ness which was in hand at the moment of 
occupation. Oommander Stickney and. his 
men are to Jook after the new business, and 
believe they will have no difficulty ip re- 
taining a few of the old officials. 

One of the reasons given by Ascarraga for 
declining to continue his duties was that he 
would be violating the Mexican law, az the 
port of Vera Cruz has beep closed by orders 
from the federal capital. ' 

Five Divisions Created. 

Five divisions of the civil adminjgtration 
were organized today—police, sanitary, har- 
bor, finance; and customs. An effort was 
made to secure Mexicans as the heads of 
all the departments. 

This wes found to be impossible at. least 
in two departments, and American officers 
were as#igned to the posts. They afe Lieut. 
Commander McNeely of the battleship 
Louisiana, who was appointed chief of polis», 
and the fleet paymaster, who was made cal- 
lector of customs. 

An effort is still being made to secure Mexi- 
cans as the heads of the other departments, 
but if this is found to be impossible Ameri- 
cans will be placed in charge of all of thera. 
An American will be made inspector over 
each department headed by a Mexican. 

Provide Judge for Trials. 

Under the civil administration an inspector 
will act as judge advocate in murder cases in 
which Americans are involved and algo in 
cases of crimes which have to do with the at- 
titude of residents of Vera Cruz toward the 
United States. 

The police provisions call for a continu- 
ance of the patrol.of Americans, although 
the Mexicans have been invited to codperate 
in the organization of a native force. The 
customs receipts, it is said, may be placed to 
newepapers other publications, and no 
editorial co t concerning the American 
occupation or regarding the movement 
of troops will be permitted. |

Point Out to Wilson His 
Ticklish Position. 


FURTHER DELAY COSTLY. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington,, D. C., April 24.—[Special.]— 
President Wilson was told today by the 
highest authorities on international law in 
the country he must either proclaim war 
or back down in his demands on Huerta. 

The president was advised he hasn’t a leg 
to stand on should any international com- 
plications arise as a result of the acts of 
reprisal committed by the United States at 
Vera Cruz. 


Sum Up International Situation. 
The international situation was summed up 

for the president as follows: 

The acts at Vera Cruz constitute mere- 
ly reprisals until Mexico déclares war 
against the United States. 

The United States, however, cannot 
search or investigate any foreign ships 
which enter Vera Cruz harbor, or which 
anchor near American warships in that 
harbor, until a blockade is proclaimed. 

The proclaiming of a blockade means a 
declaration of war. a giae 

After a blockade is proclaimed, Amer- 
ican warships have the power under in- 
ternational law to keep all foreign vessels 
of commerce or war out of the Garset 
under blockade. 


Wilson Still Hopes for Peace. 

President Wilson told those with whom 
he conferred that he ‘still hoped for peace 
in Mexico, that he hoped for a settiement 
of. the Huerta question through reprisals 
only, and that it was his earnest cesire to 
go through his administration without war. 

He was greatly perturbed when he was 
informed that if he did not institute a bei- 
ligerent blockade there is nothing in inter- 
national law which can prevent Huerta, if 
he has the funds or can raise them, from 
buying foreign warships, sailing them into 
the harbor of Vera Cruz under foreign flags, 
and then under cover of darkness hoist: hig 
own flag and attack the American vegsels 
there without warning to the latter. 


Advisers Surprise President.

FIRST OHANCE IN FIELD. 


| Early War Work for Guard if Call for 


Volunteers Is Issued.

Inasmuch as it may be advisable at some 
future time to use the organized militia in 
foreign service, it ia deemed wise to have the 
question decided at once by the highest au- 
thority. A request has been made for an 


immediate hearing by the Supreme court. |

CONGRESS CHAFES AT DELAYS 


All Parties Ready to Back Wil- 
son, but Criticise Inaction. 


DEMOCRATS NOT SATISFIED. 


Borah Urges Definite Policy; Madden 
Condemns Dalliance.

Washington, D. C., April 24—[Special.]— 
Congress is rife with criticism of President 
Wilson’s Mexican policy. Although senators 
and representatives, without regard to party, 
almost unanimously declare their readiness 
to uphold the president in a vigorous hand- 
ling of the problem, there are few who de- 
fend his continuation of the policy of ‘‘watch- 
ful waiting” after striking the first biow at 


Vera Crus. 

Republican senators and representatives 
are not averse to expressing their criticism 
of the president’s policy. 

There are few Democrats willing to confess 
their lack of faith in their leader’s pro- 
gram. Itis well known, however, that Demo- 
cratic criticiem of the administration policy 
is becoming common in the senate and house 
cloakroogns, 


Borah Urges Settled Policy. 

Senator Borah expressed the opinion of a 
large number of senators when he said:

MONEY IN EVENT OF WAR.

Washington, D. C., April 24.—[Special. )— 
Steps that will make it possible for the 
United States to swing every ounce of its mil- 
itary strength against Mexico on short notice 
were taken today. The more conspicuous 
moves were: 

Congress sent to the president the vol- 
unteer army bill, under the terms of 
which the executive may raise any forces . 
of. volunteers authorized by the legisia- 
tive Dranck “bf the’ governinent.: 

Congress gave final approval te the 
1915 army appropriation bill, carrying 
allowances for a larger army and for 
additional field artillery and ammuni- 
tion. 

The house approved an appropriation 
for emergency repair work for the fleet 
in Mexican watere 

The question of the right of the prest- 
dent to. order the organized militia into 
foreign service was presented to the Su- 
preme court, which took it under consid- 
eration. 


Many Volunteers Offer Services. 


The eagerness of American citizens in, 


every section of the nation to enlist for serv- 
foe in Mexico was disclosed when Repre- 
sentative Hay, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on military affairs, called up the 
conference report on the volunteer army bill 
for consideration. 


Standing at a lectern in the well of the hall, 


Mr. Hay was kept busy for more than halt 
an hour answering the questions of mem- 
bers concerning the operation of the new 
plan for raising volunteer forces. 

Several members inquired whether the bill 
does not deprive the governors of states of 
the power of appointing officers of the organ- 
izations incorporated into the volunteer 
army.”’ 

* Tt does not deprive governors of the power 
of appointing officers in the volunteer army,” 
Mr. Hay said, “ because governors never 
have had that power. Governors appoint of- 
ficers in the militia organizattons, which are 
state organizations, and will continue to do 
so. But this bill provides for the raising 
of a volunteer army which, although com- 
posed largely of state militiamen, will be a 
federal organization and the officers thereof 
will be appointed not by governors but by the 
president.” 

Conference Report Adopted. 

When all the questions concerning pro- 
visions of the bill had been answered the 
conference report was adopted without a dis- 
senting vote. Earlier in the day the senate 
had adopted the conference report. The 
measure was engrossed at once, signed by 
Vice President Marshall and by Speaker 
Clark. and sent to the White House late in 
the day for the signature of the president. 

Mr. Wilson will sign the bill tomorrow 
morning and the new volunteer army pian 
then will be effective law.

Conferences with Bryan. Lead 
Rebel’s Men to Advise 


Him on Stand. 


ASSURED U.8. FRIENDSHIP 


Washington, D, C., April 24.—Conferences 
at the state department today between Sec- 
retary Bryan and representatives of the 
Mexican Constitutionalists resulted in the 
dispatch to Gen. Carranza of a telegram 
by the latter strongly advising him to re- 
main neutral and assuring him that the 
American government intended to withdraw 
its forces from Mexico just as soon as satis~- 
factory reparation had been made for of- 
femmes committed by Huerta. 

The advice given Carranza here was that 
by assuming a hostile attitude he would 
draw all Mexico into » war, Huerta would 
be perpetuated, and the Conastitutionalist 
cause lost in the mélée. 


Rebel Situation Clears. 

El Paso, Tex., April 24.—The international 
political situation cleared greatly today as 
affecting the status of the rebel sovernment 
and that of the United States. This city 
and Juarez were quiet. A long note from 
Secretary Bryan to Carranza was trans- 
mitted through Juarez to. Chihuahua to- 
night. 

Gen. Villa, who arrived at Juarez yester- 
day, repeated his declaration that he would 
not be drawn into a war with the United 
States, particularly as that would serve to 
draw the Huerta chestnuts out of the fire. 
He repeated these assertions to George C. 
Carothers, special agent of the state de- 
partment, to newspaper men and many other 
visitors. To J. T. McClammy, his cattle 
agent on this side of the river, he said: 

“It’s that little drunkard Huerta’s fight; 
let him fight it. I wish I had 10,000,000 cart- 
ridges right now; I'd march into Mexico City 
without a stop.’’ 


Carranza’s Note Misunderstood? 

Villa said that Carranza’s note had been 
misunderstood and that the chief was as 
friendly now as he was to the United States. 
Roberto V. Pesqueira and other Carranza 
representatives here, said that an idiomatic 
expression in common use in Mexico was 
literally interpreted in the translation of 
Carranza’s note to Secretary Bryan last 
Wednesday. 

The translation made Carranza say that 
he had desired to avoid war with the United 
States ‘‘ until’ today. 

“ Asa matter of fact the expression meant 
that although his friend the United States 
had done a wrongful act and had thereby 
injured a friend (Carranza), he desired to 
avoid war and always would desire to avoid 
it,”” Pesqueira explained. 

Villa Talks of Carranza Note. 

Asked point blank ag to his attitude with 
reepect to Carranze’s note, Villa lcoked 
sharply at his inquisitor, walked to the win- 
dow, came back, and then after two false 
starts said abruptly: 

“It was a great mistake that ——” he 
stopped, wiped the perspiration from his 
forehead, and added: 

‘Well, friend, I am only a subordinate 
officer and I don’t believe that it is vest that 
I should give out my views—not yet, any- 
way.’”’ 

Then he burst into laughter and gaid: 

“You newspaper boys will get me into a 
hole yet with your unending questions. 
You'll get me to say something before I am 
ready to say it. Just say that I know war too 
well to want it, and particularly we don't 
want it with your country across the line. 

“T like them for a fact. Americans have 
stood by me when I needed friends, and I 
know them better than ang other foreigners 
in Mexico,” 

Wants to Get Ammunition. 

Villa frankly took the position that he 
would like to avail himself of what is in effect 
aid from the United States forces, to prose- 
cute his campaign. His wish for ten mil- 
lion cartridges, however, could not be grati- 
fied today, as the embargo was on again 
officially and five rapid fire guns which were 
brought to the custom house were turned 
back. 

Villa was given to understand that the em- 
bargo was temporary and he said that he 
acquiesced in any measures taken to relieve 
the strain of present relations.

CONFERENCE AT WHITE HOUSE. 

There was a conference at the White 
House tonight between the president, Sec- 
retary of War Garrison, and Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels. 

The conference discussed the entire mili- 
tary and naval situation, but it did not 
change the decision of the president. 

During the cabinet meeting today Mr. 
Wilson discussed the entire situation with 
his advisers. Consequently both Mr. Gar- 
rison and Mr. Daniels knew his views, and 
neither was authorized to take any for- 
ward action. 

In fact. Mr. Daniels hesitated today to 
charter three steamers for conversion into 
hospital ships. These vessels are needed 
to care for the wounded and sick at Vera 
Cruz and for service on the Pacifte coast 
of Mexico. Their chartering was recom- 
mended by Surgeon General Braisted of the 
navy. He had pointed out that the lone hos- 
pital ship, the Solace, was insufficient to 
cope with the situation. 

HANDS OF OFFICIALS TIED. 

But the heads cf the war and navy de- 
partment have their hands in irons. So 
have Rear Admiral Badger at Vera Cruz, 
Brig. Gen. Funston, who is on the way to 
that port, and Rear Admiral Howard, com- 
mander in chief of the Pacific fleet, 

All these men can do is to watch and 
wait. They are preparing as far as pos- 
sible for eventualities. 

Secretary Garrison has given prelim- 
inary orders for the calling out of volun- 
teers, including the National Guard. The 
moment the order is given the plans adopted 
will be put into effect. 
| The secretary also is chartering steam- 
ers for the transportation of troops.

Daniels is obtaining a list of steamers for 
use by the navy. 

PREPARE PLANS FOR BORDER.

Operating Machines Locked. 

The operating machinery of all the locks 
will be securely locked and the keys placed 
in the possession of the governor. 

It is understood that coast artillery com- 
panies will be distrbiuted among the forti- 
fications on Flamencol and Culebra islands, 
at the Pacific end of the canal, and at Toro 
point and other forts at the Atlantic end. 

The action of Gov. Goethals is believed to 
have been the result of anti-American senti- 
ment expressed in fly sheeta which were 
making their appearance in the streets of 
Panama and also shown editorially in El 
Diario, which is strongly pro-Mexican. 


Mexicans in Canal Zone. 

There are 250 Mexican employés on the 
canal and their presence probably also had 
something to do with the action of Col. 
Goethals. 

Garcia Rodriguez, a Mexican resident of 
this city, was arrested today by the Panama 
authorities at the request of the Canal Zone 
police. He is charged with making inflam- 
matory anti-American speeches and prob- 
ably will be deported.

Senator Sherman Telegraphs Dead 
Tar’s Funeral Can Be Held Here 
and Big Preparations Are Begun. 


The body of Sholem Meisenberg or “Sammy 
Marten,”’ as he was known in the navy, wiil 
be brought home to Chicago, according to a 
telegram from Senator Lawrence Y. Sher- 
man received yesterday by Abraham M. 
Liembling, editor of the Jewish Daily News. 
Preparations are being made for his funeral 

‘The Jewish race is proud of Sammy Mar- 
ten, the first hero of the war with Mexico,”’ 
Liebling said. ‘* The Jews on Chicago’s west 
side will march in line in the funeral proces- 
sion. We want to show our loyalty to this 
great country and our respect to one of our 
own race who gave his life for that coun- 
try. 

“I expect more than 20,000 persons will 
take part in the obsequies and try to make 
less hard the lot of his parents. We don’t 
know yet just when the body will arrive in 
Chicago. The present uncertain conditions 
at Vera Cruz make it impossible for the navy 
department to tell just when it will be started 
on the way home, according to Senator Sher- 
man’s telegram.” 

Paul Witkowsky, president of the Jewish 
Burial society, said he was prepared to take 
charge of the funeral. 

Meisenberg lived with his mother at 1486 
Racine avenue.

- Was Invested.

BUY POOR 


& 
Huttig Manufacturing Company 
Got $60,000 Loan; At Least 
$100,000 Under Question. 


Some 10,000 persons have paid nearly »@ 
million dollars into the coffers of the Rosehill 
Cemetery company in the last thirteen years, 
the money to be placed in a fund for the per- 
petual care of cemetery lots. 

Recently some of the contributors to the 

al care fund began to wonder what 
kind of securities had been purchased with 
thheir money. They desired that only the 
most gilt-edged bonds or real estate mort- 
gages be bought. Otherwise the “ perpetu- 
- gl” care fund might become endangered. 


How Was Money Invested? 

Some of the lot owners wondered that the 
investment of this fund should be left to five 
men, owners of the majority of the stock of 
the company, who could do with it as they 
pleased. They wondered why they had not 
received reports showing how the fund was 
invested. They wondered that the five men 
refused to make public such a report. 

They wondered if there was any connection 
between the Summit Lumber company of 
Muscatine, .Ia., which recently was in finan- 
cial difficulties, and the Rosehill “company. 
For H. W. Huttig, president of the Rosehill 
company, was heavily interested in the lum- 
ber company. Mr. Huttig is also president 
of the Huttig Manufacturing company and 
the German-American Realty company of 
Muscatine. ' 


Loaned Money to Huttig Firm. 

Yesterday the lot owners found out that 
the Rosehill Cemetery company had loaned 
the Huttig Manufacturing company $60,000 
on a note secured by stock. They also found 
out that there was at least $100,000 of the 
perpetual care fund invested otherwise than 
in what are considered the most permanent 
securities. And they wondered if any more 
of their $1,000,000 had been invested in un- 
certain commercial enterprises. 

Heretofore the lot owners had not given 
the matter much thought. Their payments 
were small and they hesitated about visiting 
the offices of the cemetery company to ask 
for a report. To some it seemed indelicate. 
Yesterday they decided to ask for a report. 
Their decision was hastened by the admis- 
sion of business men and bankers about 
town that they believed the perpetual care 
fund had been invested in securities that 
might be questioned. 


Directors Hold Conference, 

Inquiry into the investment of the lot 
owners’ fund was first made by THE TRIB- 
UNE on Tuesday. Yesterday Mr. Huttig 
made a special trip from Muscatine to con- 
fer with the four other directors, Frederick 
L. Reynolds, vice president; Joseph O. Mor- 
ris, counsel; J. K. Seagraves, and C. B. Mun- 
day, secretary and treasurer. Munday also 
is a vice president of the La Salle Street 
Trust and Savings bank. 

“Will you make public a statement show- 
ing the investment of the perpetual care 
fund?” Mr. Munday was asked. 

“TI really know very little about the affairs 
of Rosehill,” Mr. Munday said. “And I 

doubt if it is the public’s business.”’ 

- “ You're the treasurer,”’ was suggested. 

“Yes, but I don’t keep the books. You 
had better see Mr. Morris.” 


Blames Minority Stockholders, 

Mr. Morris was found in his office adjoin- 
ing the Rosehill offices in the National Life 
bull@ing on La Salle street. He said rumors 
of poor investments had been started by 
minority stockholders who had no voice in 
the company’s affairs. 

“ Have not the funds of Rosehill been used 
' to help Mr. Huttig in his financial difficul- 
ties?” 

“No money went to him, except a note 
which his company gave us two years ago.” 

“Are not some of the funds invested in 
rather precarious undertakings? ’’ 

“You may rest assured the lot owners’ 
fund has been invested in nothing but the 
best of securities.” 


Refuses to Give Details. 

“Will you give out a report showing what 
the investments are? ”’ . 

“No, I will not. The investments are 
necessarily of a secret nature and cannot be 
made publica. If any lot owner wants in- 
formation, he cam come to us and we will 
talk with him. We never have had any com- 
plaints.’’

Eéwin M. Ashcraft, Vercoe’s attorney, 
said he never discussed the affairs of his 
clients.

‘Stock, was interviewed at his residence, 1318 

Astor street. “I am unable to discuss the 
affairs of the company at the present,” he 
said. “I may be able to sometime.” 


Two Funds Involved. 

There are two perpetual care funds at 
Rosehill. The first one, aggregating only 
$100,000, is deposited at the Northern Trust 
Company. It is under the control of three 
trustees, lot owners. They are Harry W.

Vaughan. This fund was provided for in 
the original charter of the cemetery, ob- 
tained in 1850.

Paper Box Maker Ordered to 
Show Divorce Is Not Void. 


LATER MARRIAGE AT STAKE. 


Former Wife Also Tries to Enjoin 
$150,000 Fortune. 


Louis E. Randall, wealthy paper box manu- 


facturer, was called into the Superior court 


yesterday on a bill of review commanding 
him to show why his divorce from Hannah 
Le Bold Randall and his subsequent mar- 
riage to Mamie Hardy should not be set aside. 
Attorney Samuel J. Andalman, who filed 
the bill, also seeks an injunction to restrain 
Randall from disposing of his reputed $150,- 
000 worth of property. 3 

The divorce decree was granted by former 
Judge George A. Dupuy on Nov. 11, 18900, and 
since then the former Mrs. Randall hag had 
her former husband arrested and has used 
other means to.iry to effect an annulment of 


his second marriage. This case Judge Mar-

in his address before the Illinois divorce com- 
mission. 


Original Bill in 1909, 
Randall’s original bill was filed on Jan. 
18, 1909. He charged the defendant with a 
statutory offense and drunkenness, naming 
Carl Roth, Harry Simonson, and one Casey 
as co-respondents. Later he filed three 
amended bills, and at the last moment he 
charged her with being too friendly with 
eGorge W. Turnbull at the Sylvan Beach 
hotel at Channel lake, in Antioch, Ill. Mrs, 
Randall, according to her bill of review, had 
baked on her intimate friend and companion 
at the summer resort, Mrs. Neva McCul- 
lough, wife of Charles A. McCullough, to 
prove she had not associated with Turnbull. 
But when Mrs. McCullough was wanted to 
testify, itis alleged, her husband and Randall 
sent her out of town. 

At the trial of the case practically all the 
oo-respondents, with the exception of Turn- 
bull, were forgotten. Turnbull testified to 
his alleged indiscretions while his wife and 
children sat in the court@oom. Then while 
Judge Dupuy was considering. his decision 
Mrs. Randall and her attorney, Frank M. 
Fairfield, fell out. He sued her for couneel 
fees, and as the result of her statements in 
defense he caused her arrest on a charge of 
perjury. This act, it is now alleged, infiu- 
enced Judge Dupuy. 


Alleges Illegal Marriage. 

The bill sets forth that Randall married 

‘“‘Marie Hardy, alias Mamie Bumgartner ”’ 
in Indiana four months after the decree 
despite the fact that he was enjoined from 
remarrying for one year. At the end of the 
probationary period he remarried his new 
wife. 
The plaintifft’s principal contention is that 
Ernest Lowry is now ready to testify under 
oath that Randall himself was guilty of mis- 
conduct.

CALLED FAULTY 


City Employes Testify Test 
Election Showed Three 
Devices Untrue. 


BALLOTS GO UNRECORDED - 


Pension Fund Members Cast 466, 
but Only 482 Were 
Registered. 


Officers of the Municipal employés’ pension 
fund yesterday testified to the unreliability 
of Voting machines at the hearing before the 
legislative committee investigating the 
$1,000,000 Chicago contract. Although con- 
mected with the Harrison administration, 
the men admitted they had found the ma- 
chines faulty in a private election. 

Harry BH. Wallace, senior clerk in the 
bureau of streets, and Bernard McMahon, a 
bookkeeper in the city collector's office, both 
trustees of the pension fund, and William D. 
Cassidy, clerk of the board of trustees, de- 
clared under oath that the three machines 
used in the election of officers of the associ- 
ation had failed to record all the votes cast. 


Many Votes Not Registered. 

Former Judge Willard M. McEwen, ccun- 
sel for County Judge John E. Owens, vigor- 
ously opposed efforts of former Gov. Charles 
8. Deneen, legal representative of tre com- 
mittee, to get into the record the statements 
of the witnesses. Despite Mr. McEwen’s 
objections, however, Cassidy was permitted 
to state that of the 466 votes cast on the 
machines only 432 were recorded on the 
counters. The other witnesses corroborated 
him. 

Charles H. Mitchell, counsel for ibe board 
of election commissioners, and William H. 
Stuart, chief clerk of the board, wera busy 
urging Mr. McEwen to protest against the 
questions propounded by Mr. Deneen. The 
reason for their concern was disclosed when 
the witnesses testified the election of pension 
fund officers was held in the offices of the 
election board under the direct supervision 
of clerks of the board. 


Why Machines Failed. 

McMahon stated one of ‘the electiun clerks 
had told him the failure of the macihines—all 
three of which were involved in the discrep- 
ancies—to record the full vote was because 
some of the voters neglected to puil over 
McMahon, 
Wallace, and Cassidy said the ‘‘ protective 
counters” had been carefully checked be- 
fore and after the election. Cards were used 
to keep accurate record of the number of men 
who voted. 

The city hall clerks were called to the 
stand by Mr. Deneen after the defense had 
presented officers of various labor unions 
which have used voting machinea in their 
union elections. The labor leaders said they 
had found the machines satisfactory. They 
were Daniel F. Cleary, Richard Shields, and 
Jack Hampton of Electrical Workers’ Local 
No. 134 and William Fischer, fina cial secre- 
tary of the Stationary Firemen’s local. 

The committee, which adjourned at 5 
o’clock unt! 2 o’clock Monday afternoon, an- 
nounced it would take Mr. McEwen’s re- 
quest under advisement.

KILL POLITICS. 
As soon as the president calls for vol- 


unteers certain dangers with which the 
enemy abroad has nothing to do will ap- 
pear to threaten the men who offer them- 
selves for service. The enemy at home is 
politics, and politics will concern itself in- 
stantly with: 

The location of volunteer training 
camps; 

The officering of volunteer regiments; 
The obtaining of contracts for supplies 
and munitions. .. 

Politics is a damaging fire in the rear. 
It is a sensational truth that it caused 
many more deaths in the Spanish war 
than did Spanish gun fire. | 

The time to kill this thing is now. It 
is not the desire of the administration to 
yield to the importunities of scalawags 
and profit hunters, but political influence 
is a pressure hard to resist. It will be 
resisted if the authorities know that the , 
mismanagement of affairs in the Spanish 
war has not been forgotten. 

What happened in the volunteer train- 
ing camps in 1898 is remembe With 
possibly one exception, those camps were 
placed where they should not have been 
located. At least in some cases the influ- 
ence which directed the choice of location 
could be directly traced. 

Bad location, conspiring with inefficient 
management, attacked the volunteers with 
disease and the camps became plague 
spots.

Secretary Garrison has the confidence of 
military men, and if the administration 
cam protect itself from congressional in+ 
terference the volunteers may be protected 
from great but unnecessary dangers.

THE CARE OF THE EYES DURING 
INFANCY AND CHILDHOOD. 
BY MORTIMER FRANK, B. 5S., M. D. 
HEN we stop to consider the almost 
vital part played by the eyes in 
the conduct of human affairs and 
the little attention given them in 
early life for the careful preserva- 
tion of eyesight, does it not seem impera- 
tive that such neglect and abuse be replaced 
by the maintenance of a proper hygiene 
of vision? The sacrifices caused by these pre- 
mature errors in this age of rush and the in- 
fluence upon the one organ—the eye—rannot 
be overestimated. 

The child’s future, its education, livelthood, 
and the appreciation and enjoyment of life 
depend upon the preservation of good eye- 
sight. Ocular hygiene should begin at birth 
and continue throughout life. -The welfare 
of every community from a moral, as well 
as froma sanitary standpoint should demand 
the utmost asepsis in regard to cleanliness 
at the time of birth. 

The new born infant on its entrance into 
the world becomes an individual with per- 
sonal rights and privileges which may not 
be ignored. The slightest inflammation of 
the eyes should be viewed with suspicion and 
treated according to indications. No in- 
jury can result from the proper application 
of the ordinary methods of prevention 
usually taken at this time, while neglect may 
produce grave results or a lifetime of blind- 
ness of an innocent individual. 

Purulent conjunctivitis or ophthalmia 
neonatorum [interpreted in midwive’s cer- 
tificates ‘‘ babies’ sore eyes’"’) is an acute 
contagious disease occurring in infants 
within a few days following birth. The dis- 
ease is due to inoculation by the gonococcus 
either while the child is passing through 
the maternal passage or shortly thereafter. 
If the infection takes place after the fourth 
day it is probably not gonorrheal, but comes 
from soiled fingers, cloths, towels, sponges, 
etc. It is only by immediate care which 
often is not secured, that blindness in babies 
so infected may be prevented. 

In no other disease have prophylactic 
measures met with such brilllant results. So 
important is phophylaxis by silver, which is 
known as Crede’s method, that in most 
foreign countries its practice is obligatory 
by law. The vital, almost epoch making im- 
portance of this treatment will be better 
understood and appreciated by the reduced 
percentage of cases occurring in various in- 
stitutions and in cities where efficient sani- 
tary regulations are enacted and enforced. 

Infants and children’s eyes should never 
be exposed, even in sleep, to the glare of 
strong light either artificial or natural. The 
room should never be brilliantly illuminated, 
although a judicious amount of sunlight, if 
properly shaded is wholesome,and not in- 
jurious. This is particularly imperative 
when the child is taken for an airingina car- 
riage or perambulator. The eyes should 
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then be protected by a parasol or sunshade 
lined with material of a light absorbing 
color, that will not reflect the suns’ rays upon 
the face. Some such color as green should 
be chosen; and not white. The head of the 
crib should be turned toward the window, 
or should be shaded by a canopy. 

Their playthings ought to be large objects, 
and they should not be encouraged to use 
their tender eyes for near work to amuse 
themselves. 
carried out, and then their use should be 
limited to as brief a period as possible. It 
should be remembered that the health of 
the eyes is directly dependent upon the gen- 
eral system, and in pleasant weather it is 
well to {nsist that children be kept out of 
doors as much as possible, for they not only 
receive the benefits of fresh air, but changes 
of scenes and amusements and at the same 
time close vision is not required. 

Few realize how enormously complicated 
is the act of seeing and that all this mys- 


terious and difficult adjustment must be | 


made in early childhood. Imagine for qa mo- 
ment the immense difficulty the young child 
must experience in learning to direct and 
control the necessary movements of the eyes 
in looking ata picture book. The effort made 
to follow the pictures from side to side, to 
fixate particular objects hampered by the in- 
herent physiologic incompleteness of child- 
hood and then wonder that more damage in 
not done by the many violations of the laws 
of hygiene in regard to the eyes; that many 
irreparable ocular diseases now in our midst 
have had the foundations laid in early in- 
fancy and childhood.

WILL NOT CURE GOITER.

Is an operation dangerous? ” 


REPLY. 

They might cause the goiter to decrease in size, 
but they will not cure you. 

The symptoms of a goiter that count are rapid, 
irregular pulse, nervousness, indigestion, disturbed 
breathing. As you do not mention any of these, 
you probably have a form of goiter in which these 
symptoms are not prominent, 

Probably nothing will help you much, except 
operation. In the absence of symptoms of the 
group noted above, operation is not especially dan- 
gerous.

ME. POINCARE is not the first wife 
ofia president of the French re- 
public to enact the rdéle of official 
hostess to foreign sovereigns paying 
state visits to Paris, and the attempt 

made to intimate that the conspicuous part 
which she has played in entertaining the 
king and “queen ar Wiha nd during their 
sojourn on the banks of the Seine, which has 
just come to a close, is without precedent 
and something entirely new is unwarranted. 

Thus, in 1878, which was the first occasion 
of foreign monarchs and royalties visiting 
Paris in state after the overthrow of the 
empire, Marshal MacMahon, then president 
of the republic, was assisted in welcoming 
them by his wife, the Duchess of Magenta, 
sister of the last Duc de Castries and one 
of the most respected and influential leaders 
of the old Frerich aristcracy. 

She did the honors as the first lady of the 
land as if to the manner born and in her re- 
lations with the visiting royalties knew ex- 
actly how to blend the courtesies due to their 
rank with the requirements of the dignity 
of her own position as wife of the head ofa 
great nation. 


-~o ; 

It was during the régime of Marshal Mac- 
Mahon’s successor, Jules Grévy, that the wife 
of the president first began to be relegated 
to the background by the French protocol 
and official world and to be politely ignored 
by visiting royalty, Queen Victoria having 
set the fashion in this respect. 

When she passed through Paris on her 
way south and stopped there for a day and 
a night at the English embassy in the 
Faubourg St. Honoré she consented to re- 
ceive a visit there from M. Grévy as presi- 
dent, but declined to receive his wife. 

Her example was followed not long after- 
wards by the late Queen Louise of Den- 
mark and by the now widowed Empress of 
Russia, when they remained for some days 
at the French capital. 

There was a reason for-this. Mme. Grévy 
was a wholly uneducated woman who had 
been President Grévy’s cook and who had 
only become his wife eighteen years after 
presenting him with a daughter, who. after- 
wards became Mme. Daniel Wilson. 

. —.- 

President Carnot was far more happily 
married, his wife, a singularly charming 
woman, extremely intellectual, being the 
daughter of the great lawyer, Dupont White, 
who translated John Stuart Mill’s works 
into French. 

There is no doubt but that Mme. Carnot 
might have recovered for the office of ma- 
dame la presidente the social prestige which 
it had enjoyed during the régime of the 
MacMahons at the Elysée, had it not been for 
Queen Victoria. - 

It may be recalled that, when the late 
Empress Frederick made her memorable and 
somewhat inopportune visit to Paris for po- 
litical purposes, but on the pretext of busying 
herself with French art and making herself 
acquainted with French artists, she invoked 
the assistance of her mother, Queen Vic- 
toria, to make the visit a success. 

Accordingly, Queen Victoria instructed 
Lord Lytton, then her ambassador at Paris, 
to call unofficially on President and Mme. 
Carnot and to inform them quietly how much 
gratified she would be if they were to estab- 
lish friendly personal relations with her be- 
loved daughter, the widowed Empress Fred- 
erick, who was to go to Paris in connection 
with her art Interests. i 

Lord Lytton suggested, by the queen’s di- 
rection, an interchange of visits between the 
empress and the Carnots and that the eae 
nots should invite her to dinner. 

Now the Carnots did not see their way to 
comply with the views advanced by Lord 
Lytton at the instance of Queen Victoria. 

The moment for the display of any par- 
ticular cordiality towards Empress Fred- 
erick, who had established her headquarters, 
not in a hotel, but at the German embassy, 
decidedly had not errived. | ) 

It was but a short time previously that 
Alfonso XII. of Spain had been hooted and 
mobbed in the streets of Paris by the popu- 
lace for no other reason than that he had

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William, an honorary colonelcy of a Prussian 
lancer regiment. 

Public sentiment in France would not have 
tolerated any manifestations of good will 
by the Carnots to the empress. 

It was pleaded, moreover, in excuse that 
Mme. Carnot, having no official rank, could 
not pay a visit to the empress, and that any 
invitation to the empness to dine at the 
Elysée would be awkward and inadvisable 
under the circumstances. 

Queen Victoria bitterly resented this atti- 
tude on the part of the president, whch she 
rightly attributed to Mme. Carnot, whose 
character was of a more masterful nature 
than that of her husband. But what embit- 
tered Queen Victoria still more was that 
Mme. Carnot was somewhat indiscreet in 
talking about the matter. 

‘The result of it was that Queen Victoria 
called the attention of the other crowned 
heads, especially those to whom she was 
related, to the intimation which she had re- 
ceived from the French president, to the 
effect that Mme. Carnot had no official rank, 
and recommended that under the circum- 
stances she should be. ignored. 

So she was, and from that time forth no 
notice whatsoever was taken of her exist- 
ence by the various courts of Europe or by 
any of the royal and imperial visitors to 
Paris.

The tenure of the presidency of M. Casimir- 
Perier was of too brief a character to admit 
of his wife making her presence felt at the 
Elysée; and President Faure was too much 
interested in other women ané too indifferent 
to his wife to look upon her as anything buta 
handicap to his career. 

Moreover, she suffered, as did he, from the 
fact that her father was a fugitive convict, 
having been sentenced to twenty years for 
fraudulent bankruptcy. 

Indeed, the opposition newspapers never 
neglected an opportunity to point out that, 
whereas a man was debarred from becoming 
an ordinary gendarme or policeman if there 
was a convict in his family, there seemed to 
be no legal obstacle to the president of the 
republic being the son-in-law of a convicted 
criminal.

Mme. Loubet was as unobtrusive as her 
husband, the most modest and unassuming 
of the men that have held the office of chief 
magistrate of France, and was prompted by 
her own taste to remain in the backgrotnd. 

Mme. Falliéres, however, attempted to 
push herself forward, especially during the 
visit to Paris of the king and queen of Italy 
and of the king and queen of Norway. She, 
@hen seated beside King Edward at the 
Elysée, is said to have remarked to him, with 
the object of making conversation: 

“What do you proposé to do with your 
eldest son?’’ 

Edward VII. was positively nonplussed for 
the moment, and then exclaimed: 

‘‘Mon dieu, madame! We hope to make a 
king of him.”’

Mme. Poincaré has much more savoir faire 
ard elegance than Mme..Falliéres. But she 
has the disadvantage of being a divorcée, her 
present husband having been the lawyer who 
won for her the dissolution of her former 
marriage to a clerk of the German embassy 


at Paria. 


That her antecedents are obscure is best 
shewn by the significant silence which even 
the president's most intimate friends ‘and 
enthusiastic adherents observe about the 
matter, when a few words by them would 
suffice to put an end to the uncomplimentary 
stories regarding her early life. 

Naturally, the fact that she is e divorcée 
renders her position one of much difficulty, 
especially where such Catholic courts as 
those of Spain and Austria are concerned, 
and, although she has shared in welcoming 
the queen of Spain to Paris, when President 
Poincaré went to Madrid for the return visit, 
she was not asked to accompany him and 
traveled with him only to the frontier, re- 
maining in its vicinity—namely: at Biarritsz, 
awaiting there his return without setting

The plain truth isthat “ watchful waiting ”’ 
has failed. It did not do what it was in- 
tended to do. Huerta did not crumble be- 
cause we frowned upon him from a distance.

Mr. Speyer’s banking house represents 
the bondholders of an issue of $70,000,000 
against the 'Frisco. More than half of this 
is held in Europe and $23,000,000 of it in 
France alone. The purpose of getting a re- 
ceivers’ certificate issue is to pay interest 
due on the bonds May 1. The receivers have 
not sufficient funds to pay the interest, as 
a result of their policy of using the earnings 
to pay for equipment and extra improve- 
ments for the road. 

The banker commended the work of the 
receivers. He asserted the showing made 
by the road during the last fiscal year indi- 
cates efficient management. In the event 
Judge Sanborn authorizes the issuance of 
the $3,000,000 worth of receivers’ certificates, 
he said, Speyer & Co. and associated bank- 
ers are ready to buy up the entire issue. 
This would €nable the receivers to pay the 
May 1 interest.

Road’s Earnings Good. 

“The situation, so far as the Frisco is 
concerned, looks good,’’ Mr. Speyer said. 
“The earnings of the road have been good, 
showing a decrease for this fiscal year of 
only $250,000. Thatis good compared to other 
roads in the same territory. 

‘“ The receivers have used the surplus earn- 
ings to the extent of about $2,500,000 or 
$3,000,000 to pay for equipment and for im- 
provements, so that they are now without 
sufficient funds to pay interest.” 

The semi-annual interest due May 1 
amounts to about $1,750,000. Itis understood 
Speyer & Co. and associated bankers have 
a reorganization plan for the Frisco on foot. 
The plan is still in the tentative stage. It 
was said the road needs from $25,000,000 to 
$80,000,000 before it can be taken out of the 
receivers’ hands.

‘The Wann We Many, 
and Other Fiction.”

R. ARTHUR STANWOOD PIER, 
long a classic with young readers, 
has ventured into the freer realm of 
a novel, and has provided it with the 
title “‘ THE WOMEN WE MARRY,” 

thus happily announcing at the outset that 
he has written for the entertainment of both 
gexes. To be sure, this title might lay Mr. 
Pier open to the suspicion of being satiric, 
but a reading of the book will show him to 
be guiltless. It-is true that he depicts his 
two leading women characters as capricious, 
surprising, inconsistent, alternately disap- 
pointing and satisfying, but in this may be 
found nothing more than a faithful record 
of the feminine nature touched with so much 
of imagination as is necessary to convert a 
psychologic study into literature. 

Mr. Pier has chosen the Back Bay for his 
scene, and two men and two women for his 
protagonists. Their lives, touching and

‘cellent and a quite believable type, rather 
more like a somewhat overtrained English- 
man than an American. Rosamond, who 
found it hard to be true to love, yet who 
was so loyal and impassionéd a mother, 
and Dorothy, who attained to perfect moth- 
erhood only through much turmoil of spirit, 
though reared under very similar circum- 
stances and held to similar ideals, are really 
in strong contrast to each other. The char- 
acterization is clear and interesting.

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TA Sheaf of Good Novels. | 


Few of the novels published today are able 
to leave so pleasant and thoroughly satis- 
fying an aftermath as Wilbur Daniel Steele's 
“STORM” (Harpers). This enviable ver- 


dict, however, will be passed only by read- . 


ers who have more patience than is required 
to follow the more or less obvious plot of 
the average story. Mr. Steele writes about 


the fisher folk of Cape Cod, describing their ° 


mode of life and habits of thought, and em- 
ploying the rather difficult dialect that pre- 
vails in that locality. The principal char- 
acter of the novel is Joe Manta, a fisherman 
who has quite a reputation in the neighbor- 
hood for his physical strength.

Carolyn: Wells’ “‘ ANYBODY BUT ANNE ” 
(Lippincott) is an absorbing story woven 
about the mysterious death of a wealthy man 
of forbidding character who at the time of 
the story had become so very much inter- 
ested in philanthropic undertakings that he 
planned giving to charity valuable personal 
property and considerable real estate. There 
are three aspects to the mystery of the story, 
for simultaneously with the man’s death oc- 
curred the disappearance of a valuable pearl 
necklace and the deed of the property to be 
given to charity.

N spite of his name I. N. Dracopoli is a fel- 
low of the British Royal Geographical so- 
ciety, and he hae earned his honor by 
various explorations, among which, we 
venture to say, none equaled in hardship 

or results that which he describes in his book, 
“THROUGH JUBALAND TO THE LORIAN 
SWAMP ” [Lippincott company]. Jubaland 
is a vast territory under British protection, 
lying south of Abyssinia and stretching from 
the Indian ocean hundreds of miles west- 
ward. 

Obtaining permission to enter this ‘‘closed”’ 
territory, the author started from Kismayu 
with his safari to seek out the celebrated 
Lorian swamp, there to settle several dis- 
puted questions, among them the outlets of 
that formation. He settled definitely that 
the Lak Dera, which enters the Juba near 
Kismayu, was the channel through which the 
Guaso Nyiro reached the coast, and he dis- 
covered that the river left the Lorian swamp 
on the east and then lost itself in another 
swamp. 

The expedition took about four months, 
and the explorer went through territory 
which white men had never seen, deserts 
and swamps which were most difficult to 
traverse because of physical difficulties, and 
lack of water and of food. Even the natives 
frequently die of thirst, as do also their 
cattle. It is the home of many unpreventable 
diseases. In spite of obstacles he attained 
his object and gathered many specimens of 
game, some of them rare. 

He brought back also descriptions of the 
tribes and of his sporting adventures, scraps 
of folk lore and much data concerning the 
flora and fauna of the country. His photo- 
graphs were successful and added to fhe 
value of his book.

What Baedecker did for the countries of 
Europe Mr. T. Philip Terry did for ‘‘ Mexico ” 
in preparing an accurate and complete guide- 
book to that country. He has now surpassed 
that difficult task by issuing (through 
Houghton-Miffin Co.) “ TERRY'S JATPA- 
NE EMPIRE,” a bulky volume of over 
1,1 pages, containing also eight specially 
drawn maps and twenty-one plans. Besides 
dealing with the Japanese empire proper it 
covers also Manchuria, Corea, Formosa, and 
has chapters on the Transsiberian railway 
and the chief ocean routes to Japan. 

Among other helpful features it touches un 
the railway systems, hotels, boarding houses, 
industries, arts, crafts, and sports of Japan. 
Helpful notes on the language, the puzzling 
multiplicity of religious sects, hom life, 
government, and literature of the Japanese 
are also supplied. The interesting history 
of this wonderful nation is summarized; the 
money used is explained, and the tourist is 
told how to travel, given suggestions as to 
the clothing to wear, and the food to eat, 
what to photograph and how—all matters 
about which the traveler is glad to be in- 
formed. 

Corea and Formosa, which, even to globe 
trotters, are almost unknown, are as fully 
described as is Japan itself, and the reader 
is told of the natural wonders of the e:npire, 
its mountains, waterfalls, hot springs, and 
health resorts. The automobilist is informed 
of the routes about the island, the distances 
from point to point, the charges, etc. 

Mr. Terry has lived ten years in Japar and 
his book, the pioneer of its kind, should be in 
the gripsack of every tourist.

When “trippers,” clutching red guide 
books and convoyed by glib, guides overrun 
continental Europe, skipping from castle te 
town, and from art gallery to hotel, little 
thought is given to those earlier travelers 
who made the “ grand tour’’ of courts and 
universities, or of the spirit in which their 
journeys were undertaken and of the diffi- 
culties by which thelr voyages wéere accom- 
plished. 

Then the traveler did not go abroad as a 
vacation, or to kill time. The journey was 
so beset by hardship and danger that it 
was a matter to be deeply pondered before 
undertaking. From England it was a long 
and difficult one. The expense was great. 
Robbers were to be counted with on land 
and pirates by sea. Disease was everywhere, 
in courts as well as in roadside inns. 

The Englishmen who undertook these tours 
were usually men of great means or in- 
fluence, often nobles, who under the mighty 
impetus of the renaissance went abroad to 
study languages, manners, politics, and cus- 
toms. The record of their travels forms a 
vast body of the most interesting of English 
literature. Miss Clare Howard has made a 
study which she calls ‘‘ ENGLISH TRAV- 
ELERS OF THE RENAISSANCE ” (John 
Lane company), and in {t she has condensed 
in a most admirable manner the spirit of 
these adventurous voyagers and given us a 
rare series of pictures of the circumstances 
under which they made their journeys, and 
something of what the principal travelers 
gaw at court or college. Those who have 
enjoyed the “ Familiar Letters” of James 
Howell, or the journals of Fynes Morison, 
Ascham, Sir James Hoby, or John Taylor 
will find Miss Howard’s book not a mere 
reflex of those delightfultravel volumes but 
an addition to them, enjoyable in itself, and 
a bit of scholarship eminently creditable to

When the day was done and the museum 
was closed she could walk in the vast park 
of the Chateau “along its shady avenues 
and watch the swans gliding on the silent 
waters whilst the autumn leaves were the 
sport of the varying breezes.”’

The “ Kinneys” as illustrators 
have an enviable fame. Being artists, they 
have been attracted by the decorative as- 
pect of dancing, which now popular art 
they have studied for a number of years 
and in many countries.

ten but illustrated. There is a frontispiece 
in color and 176 line drawings and diagrams 
and 834 illustrations in black and white 
from photographs. If you can get -@ more 
illustrated book than that I should like to 
know. The‘ Kinneys’”’ take up every as- 
pect of dancing, from ancient Greek down 
to the tango. Their book is a serious per- 
formance. They regard dancing as an art 
and they have studied it as artists and 
lovers of the beautiful. There is no other 
book that I know of that covers the subject 
so completely, because there is no other 
book so up to date. Itis a valuable and in- 
teresting performaince. In their preface 
the “‘ Kinneys”’ say: 

‘“‘American love of animated beauty and 
delight in skill predestine us to be a race of 
ardent enthusiasts over the dance. Among 
us, however, there are many who have never 
accepted it as an art worthy of serious at- 
tention. As a gentle answer to that point of 
view, a historical résumé is included, where- 
in statesmen, philosophers, and monarchs 
show the high respect in which the art has 
been held, save in occasional lapses, in all 
periods of civilized history.” 

Neither in word nor picture, the authors 
add, does the book contain any statement 
not based upon their personal knowledge or 
choreographic writings of unquestioned au- 
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thority, or the word of dancers or ballet 
masters of the utmost reliability. 

The book is indorsed in letters to the 
“Kinneys” by such excellent authorities 
as Mme. Pauline Verhoeven, ballet mistress, 
Metropolitan Opera company, and Mlle. Ly- 
dia Lopoukowa of the Imperial Ballet, St. 
Petersburg.

Bavarian Cream. 


HE bavaroises, or bavarian cr.ams, are 

a combination of gelatin and cream, or 

a custard of fruit juice capable of infinite 

adaptation. A great many of these com- 

binations have anything but the truest 
manner of this famous dessert, but in one 
thing they are alike—some food value in the 
way of cream or milk and eggs is mixed with 
the gelatin. , 

Many kinds of fruit juices and cooked can- 
died fruits are used in making what may be 
as ornate a dessert as any prepared, while a 
custard thickened with gelatin and no more 
ornamental than a cream thickened with corn- 
starch, but more delicate, is sometimes called 
a bavarian cream. In professional cookery 
the whole or the inner part of a mold of this 
is always more ar less of the character of a 
moussé, 

The milk and eggs and gelatins are cooked 
together, strained, stirred while cooling, and 
then when almost ready to set an equal 
amount of whipped cream is stirred in, the 
whole put into a mold rinsed out with cold 
water, then covered and packed in ice. 


ae 

For a small’ mold equal parts of prepared 
gelatin, custard, and cream are used. For 
very elegant creams,- raw cream instead of 
milk is used tn making the custard. 

In some cases a layer of gelatin. then one 
of the custard thickened with gelatin, is put 
into a mold, or thin layers of each are used 
to fill it, so that a striped mold is the re- 
sult. Turned out this then can be garnished 
with whipped cream. 

It is said that the name first was applied 
to drinks made of tea, coffee, and chocolate 
sweetened with a clarified sirup. Some Bava- 
rian princes sojourning in Pari- took a great 
fancy to this and had it served to them in 
crystal vessels, then presently the name be- 
came extended to the famous sweet prepared 
with milk, sugar, and yolks of eggs, flavored 
with fruits and sirups and iced, 

Handsomer and handsomer dishes were de- 
vised by the leading cooks of the day, and 
as considerable skill and culinary tact was 
required to mount, ornament, and garnish 
them, rivalry ensued. 

Because this cream can be made to stand so 
definitely there is no limit to the display of 
artistic ability that may be exercised in mak- 
ing it. Numerous colors may be used, and 
chocolate, almond, apricot, coffee, lemon, 
orange, pineapple, pistachio, etc., may be used 
to vary its character while the foundation 
remains the same.

One of the older ways of making a fancy 
dish was to pour a little gelatin, just at the 
setting point, into a mold; macerated fruit 
was then dipped in gelatin and put in,. then 
another very thin layer of gelatin. On top 
of this was set a smaller mold,. with about 
an inch and a half between its sides and those 
of the outer mold. Into the space between 
them was poured gelatin and fruit packed. 
When this was set some warm water was 


and the whole space filled with whipped cream 
which might be variously flavored. The whole 
was then packed in ice for two hours, and 
when poured out ornamented and garnished 
to suit the taste. 

Under the heading “Gelatin Dishes with 
Whipped Cream,” Mrs. Janet McKenzie Hill 
has recipes for vanilla bavarian cream, coffee, 
chocolate, caramel, burnt almond, ginger, ma- 
ple, pineapple, apricot bavarian cream with 
Snow eggs (these last used as a garnish), 
pistachio and strawberry bavaroise, raspberry 
bavarian cream, and rice bavarian cream with 
prunes.

Of bavarian cream in general she says: 
“Bavarian creams or bavaroises are complex 
preparations considered to be among the finest 
products of the culinary art. They are pro- 
duced by combining fruit juice, or some fia- 
vored liquid, as coffee or milk, with caramel 
or chocolate, gelatin, and sugar with whipped 
cream, in such a manner that the fluffy tex- 
ture of the cream is retained. 

“ When the creams are made of milk, flavored 
with nuts, coffee, chocolate, etc., yolks of eggs 
are usually employed to enrich, and in con- 
nection with the gelatin to thicken the mix- 
ture. Yolks of eggs are not usually added to 
creams made of fruit juices, While this is 
the general rule, eggs may be introduced 
into a fruit bavaroise and omitted from that 
prepared with milk. The combination of eggs 
with fruit is a French custom which has not 
- yet obtained to any extent in this coun- 
ry.”

Escoffier says that there are two sorts of 
these creams. He cooks his gelatin in boiled 
milk, which is poured over Sugar and egg 
yolks blended as for a custard. It is cooked 
till it will coat the spoon, but not boiled, then 
strained as all custard sauces should be.

W. Reeda, Spokesman for Ili- 
nois Lawyers, Condemns Tac- 
tics Against President. 


CITES NASTY CARTOONS. 


Points Insult to Citizenship in 
Argument Laid Before Sen- 
ate Committee. 


Washington, D. C., April 24.—[Special.]~—A 
strong plea for the repeal of the Panama 
camal act which grants exemption from tolls 
to American coastwise shipping today was 
laid before the senate committee on inter- 
oceanic canals by W. Reeda, chairman of the 
public service committee of the Lawyers’ as- 
sociation of Illinois, 

Incorporated in Mr, Reeda's argument is a 
denunciation of certain newspaper attacks, 
through editorials and cartoons, on President 
Wilson for his attitude on the tolls ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Reeda’s argument was offered at the 
request of Senator Simmons, chairman of 
the senate committee, and Senator O’Gor- 
man. The Illinojéan had been invited topp- 
pear before thé committee, but press of cir- 
cumstances led him to incorporate his views 
as representative of the members of the Law- 
yers’ association of Illinols in a letter to 
Senator Simmons. This letter probably will 
be read before the committee within a da 
or two. : 


Condemns Attacks on Wilson. 

Mr. Reeda’s letter reads in part as fol- 
lows: 

‘“My presence here ig as the official rep- 
resentative of the Lawyers’ Association of 
Illinois, and personally as a protest against 
the nasty, contemptible, pernicious, and 
criminally Hbelous editorials and cartoons 
contained in some of our public press, which 
insult the dignity of American citizenship. 

“The public press is performing a public 
duty of a most important character, and 
ought to be subject to reasonable public reg- 
ulation. Though its policies differ on pub- 
lic questions from those who are the consti- 
tuted authorities of the nation, that should 


“be no justification for such papers to heap 


insult upon insult upon the government rep- 
resented by the president of the United 
States. 

‘ An insult to the“president in his offictal 
capacity is an insult to American citizen- 
ship. Vile editorials and cartoons are the 
actuating motives that compel me to take a 
public interest in the Panama canal tolls 
question. 


Argues Against Special Privileges. 

**In the opinion of many the exemption 
clause of the Panama canal act is violative 
of treaty obligations. The stanchest advo- 
cate of ‘ free tolls’ concedes that the ques- 
tion is debatable. To obtain qa national ad- 
vantage by narrow construction is unbecom- 
ing the dignity of a great people. 

*“‘ Aside from the legal aspect of the ques- 
tion it appears that from an economics 
standpoint the exemption clause should 
be repealed. The foundation stone of 
the American government is special privi- 
lege to none, special favor®to none. The 
granting of the exemption to coastwise 
traffic is violative of that. fundamental 
maxim, and taking away from each in- 
dividual citizen of. his birthright, to the ex- 
tent that the special privilege is granted. 

“The primary purpose of the building of 
the canal was for national defense, but the 
greatest use to which the canal will be put is 
Why should the govern- 
ment pay the cost of upkeep of the canal? 
Why should any citizen be called upon to pay 
a tribute to any particular class or sect of in- 
dividuals in the shape of a remission or ex- 
emption from the payment of tolls? 


Chance for Foreign Capital, 

“The exemption of coastwise traffic from 
the payment of tolls would be a standing in- 
vitation to the capital of foreign lands to 
come in and take advantage of the monopoly 
created by the Panama canal act in favor of 
coastwise shipping. <A foreign capitalist 
would organize shipping corporations to 
comply with the requirements of citizenship, 
have a dummy board of directors and offi- 
cers, citizens of the United States, for the 
purpose of complying with the act and 
thereby taking a profit from each American 

citizen in the shape of the tolls not required 
to be paid under the present act. 

*“ True, the national government would get 
its income tax on the income of such corpora- 
tions; likewise the state for taxing purposes; 
but the earnings, which unquestionably 
would be large, would flow to foreign shores. 

*“*I am proud of New York, of New Orleans, 


of San Francisco, and each and all of the. 


great cities that dot our land; but itis not fair 
to the citizens of one community to give the 
citizens of another community a commercial 
advantage the results of a united enterprise, 


Sees Merchant Marine Fostered., 

“The government has given by legislative 
enactment every possible incentive for tho 
creation of an American merchant marine, 
particularly for the coastwise traffic. Ko 
industry has ever been so signally favored. 

“It has been the policy of the American 
government not to subsidize in any form, 
The exemption from the payment of tolls 
constitutes a subsidy, and before congress 
should reverse the policy of the nation which 
has been stable for generations, the people 
ought :to be given an opportunity to ornsider 
the advisability of subsidizing the ehipping 
industry. 

“With the opening of the canal oapital 
will be readily invested in the building of 
euitable ships to carry on the coastwise 
traffic, and the impetus that the shipping 
industry will thus receive and the opportun!i- 


| ties that will be derived from engaging in 


the trade will be the nucleus upon which 
will be builded a future and great American 
merchant marine”

KEEP ON FALLING 


Heavy European Selling Is 
Largely Responsible for 
General Decline. 


FEAR LONG MEXICAN WAR 


Canadian Pacific at New Low 
Level; Pronounced Weakness 
in New Haven. 


New York, April 24.—European selling was 
largely responsible for the general decline 
in stocks today. Foreign markets were nerv- 
ous over the Mexican situation and the de- 
pression due to this influence was increased 
by the illness of Emperor Francis Joseph. 
Europe unloaded stocks here steadily, until 
long after the close of the London market. 
Selling for foreign account was variously 
estimated at 30,000 to 50,000 shares. 

The market at the opening followed the 
lead of London, where prices of American 
stocks were marked down. Trading dur- 
ing the forenoon was unusually active and 
the market was more unsettled than at any 
other time since the beginning of hostilities 
with Mexico. 


Long War Is Feared. 

There appeared to be a more general fear 
in the financial district of a long war and 
liquidation was more widespread. Profes- 
sional selling also was heavy and during the 
forenoon quotations were forced down 1 to 2 
points. A new low average for the downward 
swing was reached. 

The lower level attracted investment buying and 
led to short covering. This increased demand 
for both accounts checked the decline, and after 
noon there was a rally. Toward the close, how- 
ever, prices eased off again. 

Canadian Pacific was again thrown over in 
large amounts by European holders, and also 
was sold here by Montreal. It was forced down 
more than five points and reached the lowest 
price at which it has sold since it became a 10 
per cent stock. Its present price is nearly 100 
points under the high record made in 1912. 

New Haven also developed pronounced weak- 
ness, as did a number of stocks, such as Mexican 
Petroleum, Smelting, and Southern Pacific, which 
are particularly affected by the Mexican trouble. 


Bonds Lower; Selling Active. 

Bonds were lower with active selling of some 
high grade issues. Total sales (par value], $2,200, - 
000. Government bonds were again depressed, 
with most pronounced heaviness in Panama 3s. 
This issue, which lost a point, was especially 
sensitive owing to the expectation that if the 
government should float a war loan it would be 
in the form of an offering of these bonds.
